(b) For authenticating or exemplifying an instrume nt, a fee of two

dollars for each additional seal affixed:;

(c) For preparing a copy of an instrument on file or of record in
the clerk's office without a seal, a fee of fifty ¢ ents per page;

(d) When copying a document without a seal or file that is in an
electronic format, a fee of twenty-five cents per p age;

(e) For copies made on a compact disc, an additional fee of twenty

dollars for each compact disc.

(8)  For preparing the record of a case for appeal to s uperior
court a fee of forty dollars including any costs of tape duplication
as governed by the rules of appeal for courts of i mited jurisdiction
(RALJ).

(((8—)) (9) At the option of the district court, for cle rk's
services such as processing ex parte orders, perfor ming historical
searches, compiling statistical reports, and conduc ting exceptional
record searches, a fee not to exceed twenty dollars per hour or

portion of an hour.

(10)  For duplication of part or all of the electronic r ecording of
a proceeding ten dollars per tape or other electron ic storage medium.

(((99—)) (11)  For filing any abstract of judgment or transcript of
judgment from a municipal court or municipal depart ment of a district
court organized under the laws of this state a fee of forty-three
dollars.

(12) At the option of the district court, a servic e fee of up to
three dollars for the first page and one dollar for each additional
page for receiving faxed documents, pursuant to Was hington state rules

of court, general rule 17.

The fees or charges imposed under this section sha Il be allowed as

court costs whenever a judgment for costs is awarde d."
